He changed religions as another man 
would change from summer to winter 
clothes. 
A writer on morality, bis own 
morals were unspeakable. He was ever 
eager to receive 
aid; 
and still more 
Industrious in abusing benefactors. 
He 
had a geniu3 for philosophic writings 
and a far greater genius for making 
enemies. 
The kindest thing that can 
be said about him personally is that he 
was probably 
more 
or less 
insane. 
Here is his story: 
Rousseau 
was the son of a Swiss 
watchmaker. 
His father in 1722, when 
the lad was ten years old, became 
in- 
volved in a street row and had to leave 
his Geneva home, calmly deserting his 
family. Jean Jacques was brought up 
by hia mother's relatives, who 
ap- 
prenticed him at thirteen to a notary. 
The boy and his master could not get 
on together, so Jean was apprenticed 
over again, this time to an engraver. 
All his long life 
Rosseau 
quarreled 
with everybody into whose society he 
was thrown. 
He began with the en- 
graver. 
At sixteen he "jumped" 
his 
apprenticeship and ran 
away 
from 
Geneva. 
He then began a series of wander- 
ings which were more or less interest- 
ing, but scarcely 
profitable either to 
undergo or tell about. 
He changed his 
religion at the 
outset, 
encountering 
some rather doubtful adventures, 
and 
at last became a footman in the house- 
hold of a Mme. de Vercellis. 
While he 
was working there he stole a 'costly 
ribbon. 
The 
theft was 
discovered. 
Rousseau 
saved himself from punish- 
ment by falsely accusing a maid serv- 
ant of the theft 
The tale of this 
wholly shameful affair is found in his 
celebrated "Confessions." 
When his employer 
died, Rousseau 
found another situation 
and promptly 
lost It on account of his conduct Hia 
experience 
for the next few years led 
him through all grades of society, from 
vagabondage 
to court circles. 
It was 
not until 1745 that he won any fame. 
Then he became known as a 
clever 
writer and musician. 
Several persons 
of high rank took an interest in his 
career. 
From each of these people he 
accepted 
what aid he could get, then 
quarreled 
with 
his benefactors 
and 
usually spoke and wrote ill of them. 
In a prize essay, written 
in 1750, he 
openly declared that progress and high- 
er civilization 
had proved a curse 
to 
mankind. 
This essay made him for a 
time the Uol of Paris' artificial 
and 


novelty-seekin- 
g 
society. 
He followed 
up his literary success 
by 
a 
really 
beautiful 
opera. 
But his attacks oa 
various 
French customs 
and 
ideal3 
made Paris an uncomfortable 
abode 
for him. 
Back he went 
to Geneva 
(again changing his religion to fit his 
surroundings) 
and met with a cordial 
reception 
from 
the learned 
men 
ol 
Switzerland. 
Here he took up his literary work 
again 
and dazzled the world 
by his 
"problem 
novels" 
and 
philosophical 
treatises. 
But he continued 
his life 
effort of making as many enemies as 
possible. 
And such enemies 
as 
hia 
personality could not reach were made 
by his writings. 
His novel "Emlle" 
a radical sort of educational 
thesis 
in fiction 
form 
was 
condemned 
by 
the Paris parliament; 
and Rousseau 
dared not set foot in the French 
cap- 
ital for fear of arrest 
Other works 
of his were denounced 
by the 
Swis3 
authorities. 
His 
"Contrat 
Social" 
(which 
demanded 
that 
governments 
be ruled by the people and preached 
universal 
suffrage) 
brought 
down 
u;ion 
him the hatred of conserva:ive 
thinkers. 
Altogether, he began to find 
it hard 
to 
choose 
a place of abode 
where he would 
be safe from ptrseca-

This is an unenviable record, and 
one which the postofflce 
department 
does not want to see duplicated

year. 
To warn the people. Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock 
has issued a 
set of rules to govern the wrapping 
'and mailing of packages to be sent 
at this season when the congestion 
of the mails is the heaviest, and he 
believes 
if these rules are 
heeded 
and his warnings observed, there will 
be few disappointed 
intended recipi- 
ents 
of Santa 
Claus' 
favors 
this 
Christmas. 
Observe These. 
The 
Postmaster 
General's 
rules 
for proper use to avoid losses in the 
mails are, briefly: 
"Prepay 
all packages. 
Packages 
not prepaid will be held. 
"Give full address .plainly written, 
including 
street 
or rural route 
num- 
ber. 
"Place sender's name and address 
on all mail. 
"Securely wrap and pack all par 
tcela in such manner that it can be 
easily examined 
by postal officials. 
"Mail packages early, 
and 
have 
them fully prepared when you reach 
the postoffice. 
"Register all valuable 
letters 
and 
parcels. 
"Special 
delivery 
letters 
or 
packages can 
be obtained 
by 
using 
special 
delivery 
stamps. 
If ordinary 
stamps are used, mark 'special 
de- 
livery 
immediately under them, not 
on them. 
"Imitations of postage stamps can 
dot be placed on either side of mail 
matter. 
Adhesive 
stickers, labels 
or 
seals, 
such 
as 'Red Cross 
Seals,' 
which 
do 
not 
resemble 
postage 
stamps and which bear no numerals. 
may be fixed to the reverse side of 
domestic 
matter only. 
"Registery stamps are not 
valid 
for the payment of postage." 
Eight thousand of the 20,000 pack 
ages which went to the dead letter of 
fice last year, were sent there 
be- 
cause they were addressed to foreign 
countries and did not bear sender's 
address, or declaration, as provided 
by parcels post conventions. 
Ten 
thousand parcels were 
mailed 
with 
insufficient 
stamps. 
Three 
thous- 
and seven hundred parcels were not 
delivered because owing to deficiency 
of address the person 
to whom sent 
cculd not be found.
